QUESTIONS. 

1. —So far as slavery is sustained by 1 
Federal government, is it not sustained b; 
balance of power? (1) 

2. —Is not such a position in reference 
contending political parties, the most advan¬ 
tageous one for gaining political ends: 
not those who hold such a position, by coal¬ 
escing with neither party, have power in 
Weakness; power to turn the scale of princi¬ 
ple, and virtually to dictate, as is now done 
by a balance of power at the south, who shall 
be our rulers, by swinging into the scale that 
goes for the right? (2) 

3. —Is there not, by your, own showing, 
some ten thousand abolitionists ill Maine who 
already take this ground substantially, by not 
voting with either of the great political par¬ 
ties, on account of their subserviency to slave¬ 
ry; and this with no paper or advocates in fa¬ 
vor of such a position—and these the weaker 
brethren? (3) 

4. —But if the more timorous and wavering, 
as you would denominate them, will stick fast 
in a storm, such as passed over us the last se~ 
son, with nothing to stimulate them but pri 
Ciplri, would not those of warmer blood do 
much?

Remarks. —1. We are not certain that we 
understand distinctly what our correspondent 
means by “balance of power.” If he means 
such a balance as brings down both ends of the 
balance at once, we answer yes; and party or¬ 
ganizations are adjusted accordingly. We 
are not aware that the slaveholders are dissat¬ 
isfied with either, of the old parties 

2v—Correct undoubtedly; and this is the po¬ 
sition of liberty men. They “swing into the 
scale that goes for the right,” and coalesce 
with neither of the old parties. 

3. -—Partly right. There is indeed a large 
body of men in the State who will not vote 
with the old parties, and we should be exceed¬ 
ingly glad if our friend would satisfy the wfaigs 
that the liberty party is not the cause of that 
fact—it would save us a good many knocks.

FLORIDA—ITS CONSTITUTION. 

This territory has again asked admission 
into the Union, with her grasp on the throats 
of nearly one half of her inhabitants, 
their memorial to Congress, it is admitted 
that they have riot a population required 
elect a representative, but it is contended that 
that should make no difference. Fearing the 
anti-slavery principle Of the ordinance of 
1787, respecting the northwest territory, might 
be applied to them, they protest against that 
beforehand. 

Their declaration of rights begins: “We 
declare that all freemen, when they form a 
social compact, are equal, and have certain 
inherent and indefeasible fights,” fee. The 
doctrine of the Declaration of Independence 
i —“all men are created euual;” but that 
glorious truth—the comer stone of this re¬ 
public—is now rejected, and the adulterous 
absurdity is made to take its place, that men 
make themselves equal by “social compacts;” 
and that freemen by “compacts” have “in¬ 
herent and indefeasible rights!” But if these 
rights are “inherent,” how are they derived 
from compacts? These men say they are 
free, vet have “inherent and indefeasible” 
:ghts only w hen they form a “ social com¬ 
pact.” What sort of freedom is that? Where 
did they get it? How do they know they are 
free? The principle asserted is, that rights 
derived from, or are created by compacts, 
arid of course belong only to the parties to 
such compacts. The God-given, inalienable 
gilts of human nature, perfect in every " 
lan being, are wholly discarded, and the iden¬ 
tical principles of the tories of the revolution 
e written upon the foreheads of these usurp- 

They assert the inalienable rights of .relig- 
us worship, yet intend to wrest it from 
nearly one half of the people. They assert 
that “ every citizen may freely write, speak, 
and publish his sentiments, on all subjects, 
being responsible for the abuse of that liber- 
when not a man in the territory can ex¬ 
ercise either of these rights only at the price 
of his life. “ No freeman,” they say, “ shall 
be taken, imprisoned, fee. but by the law of] 
the land;” that is, every man not admitted 
a party to the “compact’? is an outlaw! They 
say “ the courts shall be open to every per¬ 
son, ” being ashamed, perhaps, to use that 
word, “freeman,” too often, or fearingles 
their hypocrisy should be suspected. They 
also say that “ a frequent recurrence to fund¬ 
amental principles is absolutely necessary to 
preserve the blessings of liberty.” Cool 

But the most brazen despotism is found 
the 16th Art, of this constitution, which pro¬ 
vides that “ The General Assembly shall have 
no power to pass laws for the emancipation of 
slaves .” The legislature is to have no power 
to prevent the introduction of slaves, but shall 
have power to prohibit the immigration of| 
free colored persons either by sea or land. 

With such a constitution, and with almost 
half their people slaves, they ask admission 
into a Union which “ shall guaranty to each 
state a republican form of government.” To 
grant their request would be to abandon the 
grand principles on which the Union was 
formed, which would be in itself a virtual 
dissolution of the Union. Congress could im 
s abolish slavery in that peninsula, 
having by the constitution “ power to make 
all needful rules and regulations respecting” 
it; and had this been done at the time of its 
purchase, the nation would have avoided the 
loss of at least $70,000,000 occasioned by sla¬ 
very there. The impression that there are 
treaty stipulations against abolishing slavery 
in Florida, is entirely destitute of foundation. 
The treaty making power could have made 
no such valid stipulations, had it been so dis¬ 
posed. The proper course is to abolish slav¬ 
ery there before its population is sufficient for 
admission, and this the Liberty party seeks

But after having issued this base counterfeit 
of the original, as if blushing for the deed ex¬ 
torted by slavery, they virtually contradict the 
first phrase by saying, “no men, or set c 
, are entitled to exclusive privileges,” 
Yet these are the men who claim to be 
the disciples of Jefferson! Well, the liberty 
party will bring back the ark by and by. 


ANNEXATION OF TEXAS. 

This question is now under vigorous discus¬ 
sion in Congress, and it is difficult to perceive 
bow it will turn, or what course the democrat¬ 
ic party will pursue. The slaveholders are 
pushing a strenuous discipline, and the whole 
Texas interest is on the alert; but every 
scheme is surrounded with formidable diffi¬ 
culties. The plan of joint resolution cannot 
be adopted without most grossly violating the 
very letter of the Constitution. The demo¬ 
cratic party has been loud in claiming for 
Texas complete independence and sovereignty 
order to avoid the objection of Mexico; but 
Texas being thus an independent nation, any 
contract with it beeemes most clearly a treaty, 
conclude which two thirds of the Senate is 
required by the express language of-the Con¬ 
stitution—the House having no voice in it.— 
lanifestly a treaty for a nation to 
cede the whole, as a part of its territory. An 
arrangement with Texas for her territory 
would be as truly a treaty as that by which 
obtained Louisiana from France. But a 
i-thirds vote cannot be obtained in the Sen- 
, and there is a class of desperate men who 
for riding rough shod over the constitu¬ 
tion, in bold defiance of law and oath, to ren¬ 
der slavery this service. 

Another plan is to annex Texas as a State 
-at least part of it; but new States cannot be 
admitted till they exist. Texas must throw 
present government, adopt a constitu- 
n conformity with that of the United 
States, then present itself as a Stale for ad¬ 
mission. This, Texas has not done, and will 
o. Congress cannot create new States, 
•hen created from national territory, can 
admit them. All other acquisitions must be 
by treaty, two-thirds of the Senate approving. 
Here is another trouble. •• 

Neither Congress nor the Senate by treaty 
n stipulate for the validity of laws which 
they are not empowered to make by the consti¬ 
tution; and as Congress has no more power tc 
make a slave than to make a king, what is tc 
become of slavery in Texas, should it be an¬ 
nexed ? It would be from that moment le¬ 
gally dead, and would but be so decided when¬ 
ever a case should be brought rip. Here 
another difficulty.

he acquitted himself, I must say, with the pe¬ 
culiar <rraee that common fame attaches to a 
Philadelphia lawyer. He spoke of the rapid 
development of public sentiment in favor of 
annexation, by which in a single twelve¬ 
month, the mind of the whole country had ac¬ 
quiesced in the measure. The only reluc¬ 
tance, the only difficulty, he said, Was ill Con¬ 
gress. The acquisition of Louisiana, of Flor¬ 
ida, the last war, all of them Were resisted by 
a treater strength of oppposition than now 
stands out against Texas.

As to boundaries, 
fir. ingersoll referred to the act of Congi 
of 1812, seven years before the Florida 
treaty, in which the boundaries of the Louis¬ 
iana territory were fixed at .the Sabine ! 

Here, said he, we are precluded hy otn 
own act from claiming further, long before 
the treaty of 1819. President Monroe, in hi 
second inaugural, March 4, 1820, exulted ii 
the settlement of our limits from the St. Croi:

THOMAS MORRIS. 

The sudden death of Thomas Morris will 
tie severely felt by a large circle of relations, 
and deeply regretted by numerous friends.— 
He was somewhat past sixty, in vigorous 
health, and bid fair to reach a good old age. 

He was a veteran in the political world.— 
For a long time, a leading Democrat in this 
State, he formerly represented a respectable 
constituency in the Legislature, and subse¬ 
quently, the State in the Senate ofthe United 
“'■■•e. Still later, his thorough and consis- 
devotion to Anti-Slavery prineicles, in 
the love of which he had grown up from 
hood, and which he ever most tenacious¬ 
ly cherished, rendered him obnoxious to the 
Democratic party, and dissolved his connec¬ 
tion with it. During the latter years of his 
life, he was associated with the Liberty par¬ 
ty, and in the recent eanvass, was its candi¬ 
date for the Vice Presidency. 

Mr. Morris had not the advantage of an 
early education. His school was the world, 
and he was his own school-master. H% was 
of strong prejudices, intense feelings, 
and robust intellect. Early education and a 
well disciplined judgment would have made 
him one of the most gifted, as he was, one 
of the most energetic and independent, of 
our politicians. His political integrity has 
never been questioned; his political consis¬ 
tency, fearlessness and firmness have always 
been admired even by his enemies. He w 
not a popular man, for he was not given 
popular arts. We have known him in 
mutely for the last six years, and we can d 
clare that if ever there was a politician fr 
from the disposition, and, we may add, the 
ability to play the demagogue, that i 
Thomas Morris.

for wresting Texas from Mexico. 

Next came Mr. Bayley of Virginia, Mr. 
Wise’s successor, who gave what he ealleil a 
dry constitutional argument, in favor ofthe 
power of Congress to annex territory by joint 
resolution; and dry enough tt was, having in 
in neither constitution nor argument, no

Execution at Worcester.—' The extreme 
intence of the law was executed yesterday 
upon Thomas Barrett, convicted of the i 
der of Mrs. Ruth Houghton, an elderly 
man, who lived in Lunenberg. The execu¬ 
tion took place in the jail, at Worcester, and 
was strictly private, only about twenty per 
sons heing present, who were invited by the 
Sheriff to witness the awful spectacle. 

Barrett was taken from his cell about 10 
o’clock, and walked to the scaffold with a firm 
step. The knot was adjusted by one of the 
Sheriff’s deputies, the same who performed 
a similar service for Carter, who was hanged 
at Worcester sbtwfc fifteen or twenty years 
ago. The criminal was attended by a Ro¬ 
man Catholic priest, to whom it is supposed 
he made a confession of his guilt before leav¬ 
ing his cell. He said nothing upon the scaf¬ 
fold, and no further delay was made after he 
came out of bis cell than was occasioned by 
the necessary preparations. The rope was 
cut at the appointed time by Sheriff Lincoln. 
The wretched man fell about five feet, and 
died almost without a struggle. He was cut 
down after hanging about twenty minutes.— 
During the execution, from four to six hund- 
dred persons were in front of the jail, but 
were not gratified by a sight of the catastro¬ 
phe.— Boston Post. 

Pav of the Army. —The Bill before the 
House, to reduce the pay of the Army, is near¬ 
ly a copy of that which passed the House of 
Representatives during the last session of Con¬ 
gress. It makes a material reduction in the 
present rates of pay. All extra pay for extra 
services are cut off hy the Bill. It fixes the 
■111 of services at West Point to four years, 
d authorizes all supernumerary officers 
be selected from West Point. The num¬ 
ber of assistant Quarter Masters are reduced, 
the Bill, to 20. The pay of privates is six 
dollars per month, arid one dollar in addition 
for each soldier and musician who shall re¬ 
ceive an honorable discharge. Corporeal 
punishment is abolished ; hut an enlisted man 
may be sentenced to hard labor for the deser¬ 
tion from the Army or Marine corps, for a 
period of not less than one or more than six 
years. All supplies, it is required, shall be 
purchased hy contract with the lowest bidder. 
— N. Y- Express.

—In the lower 
House of the Alabama Legislature, a bill 
introduced on the 6th ult., to emancipate 
Gertrude, a female slave. It was discussed 
with much warmth, many members being op¬ 
posed to emancipation, under any circum¬ 
stances. The bill was, however, passed. 

Nebraska. —A new territory by this name 
is proposed by die Secretary of War, to be 
established on the Eastern slope of the Rocky 
mountains on the head waters of the Arkan¬ 
sas aiiit the Platte Rivers.
